RELIEF BILL UF 
$74,000.00 


Measure Passed By House, 
Increased By Senate 
Goes To Conference 


WASHINGTON, 'I) —The house 
today sent the $1,800,000,000 re- 
lief bill to conference with the sen- 
ate. 

The senate, continuing its spree of 
boosting house appropriations, had 
passed early today a $1,808,900 relief 
bill for the fiscal year 1940—$73,- 
300,000 more than the amount pre- 
viously approved by the house. 

One of the most important of 
the amendments added by the sen- 
ate would require that relief wages 
be based on the prevailing wage for 
the same type of employment in pri- 
vate industry in various sections of 
the country and that in no case 
shall it be less than that establish- 
ed under the fair labor standards 
act. sponsored by Sen. Pat McCar- 
ran, D., Nev., the amendment was 
adopted by a standing vote. 

It also provides that differentials 
in the monthly earnings allowed 
shall be based only on the type of 
work done without regard to popu- 
lation. Rural wages would be as 
high as those paid in the nearest 
city in the same state. 

Other major changes in relief ad- 
ministration made by the senate in 
the house approved bill would: 

Require the states to put up 25 
per ‘cent of the aggregate costs of 
WPA projects. The vote on this 
amendment was 51 to 24. 

Require persons on relief rolls 
continuously for 18 months to step 
aside for those who have been on 
certified rolls for three months. The 
house would require those on relief 
18 months to take a 60 day vaca- 
tion.

The prenatal bill requires a phy- 
Sician attending an expectant mo- 
ther to make an examination for 
syphilis. 

Inconvenience and misunder- 
standing of the new marriage law is 
expected to cut down marriage ap- 
plications after the effective date of 
Sept. 16, such as occurred when the 
three-day waiting period law was 
passed, 

Department of public health offi- 
Cials said the procedure is “private 
and simple” for marriage-minded 
couples. Just make an appointment 
with any doctor and he does the 
rest. Privacy is insured because re- 
vealing of examination information 
is a misdemeanor.
